Like cases could be 
men by the dozen, and it is only @ 
beginning to say that-he wag the father 
of modern meteorology as well as of eu- 
genits, the science which is so denounced 
or derided by people who have not taken 
the trouble to.find out its meaning or 
its purpose. 

GaLTon’s comparative ~ obscurity may 
be due to the fact ghat he somehow es- 
caped the. fierce antaggnism with which 
the other evolutionists’ had for years to 
contend. Of course, his conclusions were 
not always accepted, but they were’ not 
denounced as impious, and he ,won no 
brilliant victories over vociferéus ene- 
mies because he had none of that kind to 
conquer.

Its additién- 
al cost in health and efficiency is enor-} + 
mous, As for it never pro- 
duces real cheapness, for the buyer of the 
sophisticated article invariably gets less 
of what he wants to pugghase than does 
he ‘who pays a higher price for pure 
wares. The most expensive pe Pepper, for 
instance,/ is that which is heavily adul- 
terated with ground shells, and there is 
more than a double profit in selling the 
mixture for a few cents less than is 
charged for a package of the same size 
containing only reel pepper. 

Dr. Wier also calls attention to the 
fact that thgalternative, when pure food 
laws are rigidly enforced, is not to buy 
the “best at high prices or go without. 
Another course, and a vastly better one 
than the purchase of unwholesome or 
adulterated food that looks more or less 
like the best, is to buy foods frankly of 
lower than first grade, according to mar- 
ket standards. They are not on that ac- 
count necessarily less healthful. or less 
nutritious. Flour its not bad becatise 

white loaves cannot be made out of it, 
or coffee because it is not of a famous 
brand, and money can safely be saved by 
buying small apples instead of*big ones. 
The pure food advocates have no desire 
to. make real economy difficult or impos- 
sible, nor would their success force tie 
poor to go hungry.

CAPT, BOYNTON “DIES 


/ 


Career of Famous Filibuster Ends 
in a Private Hospital in 
This City. 


A FIGHTER FROM BOYHOOD 


Born_of a Good New York Family, He 
Wandered for Years Seeking Wars, 
and Served Under Twelve Flags. ; 


Capt. George B. Boynton, who for more 
than half a century. was a soldier of 
fortuné, and who served under eighteen 
flags, died in the Rebu Hospital, a private 
institution, at 156 West Seventy-fourth 
Street, yesterday. 

Capt. Boynton was 69 years old, and 
from. his eighteenth year until a few 
years ago his life was one of almost 
ceaseless wanderings, due to his inability 
to stay at home when there was a fight 
going on anywhere else in the world. 

Among the wars he figure@-in, mostly 
as a filibusterer, were’ the civil in this 
country, the Franco-Prussian, the last 
fight that Don Carlos the Pretender made 
for the throne of Spain, the fight that 
ended in the independence of Monte- 
negro, operations against the pirates tn 
Bastern seas and nearly every revolution, 
big and small, that has marked the 
last half of a century's history of South 
and Central . America, 


Was Born in This City. 
Born in New York, on Fifth Ayenue,

ity:. He was the son of a prominent 

ysician. He was about to be mamed 

@ cadetship at the Naval Academy 
when the civil war started. Young 
Boynton enlisted. 

In the very first year of the war. he 
ran afoul of Joe Wheeler's famous Black 
Horse Cavalry and got a’ sabre wound 
that pierced his right cheek. en he 
recovered he was sent into the Virginia 
mountains to head off a_filibusteri 
pedition headed south with arms an 
munition. Boynton frustrated the attempt 
and captured a prisoner, who proved to 
be a woman in )male attire. He declared 
in after years that the prisoner, whose 
escape he helped to effect, .was Belle 
Boyd, the most-#amous of Confederate 
women spies. 

Boynton was wounded several! timés and 
returned to New York. At that time the 

steamer “ B”’ was operating between Ber- 
muda and Beaufort, N. C., as a Confed- 
erate blockade runner. Somebedy told 
Boynton that a man could make three 
trips in a blockade runner and then sink 
ey * ship and retire rich. 

He -heard that the “B”’ was due in 
Bermida in about ten days and to that 
island he made his way. He offered the 
agent $50,000 for the ship and $25,000 for 
the cargo then, waiting shipment at. Ber- 
muda. The ‘agent refused. Two days 
Passed and the “B” was a week over- 
due. The agent changed his mind and 
Boynton got the “ B.”. ‘Them 4 da one 
came full speed into the harbo 
by the Union gunboat Powhetar’ Boyne 
ton figtired that the Powhatan would not 
expect the “B.” to venture out within 
a week, and so the next day he took the 

unboat by “surprise, and laden “with a 

vy cargo for Charleston, got away. 

Fis masle three other trips into Charles- 
ton with contraband, and on the third 
trip his ship was shot to pieces. but he 
got-into the harbor and landed his arma 
tions of war. Then he sold the “B,’ 
turned to New York, and bought the old 
Franklin Avenue (Brooklyn) distillery and 
made,a fortune.
